FIRST 4 MEETINGS 


First Meeting 


Theatre manager, acting as chairman, ex- 
plains aims of club and opens discussion of 
these aims. Secretary pro tem, appointed by 
manager, records proceedings. Nominations of 
officers are made. Manager writes Black Mask 
for newsstand posters and sufficient amount 
of membership cards (see page after next.) 


Second Meeting 


Manager presides as election of officers is 
held. Chair is turned over to newly elected 
chairman. He explains Black Mask contest 
and presides over subsequent discussion by 
members. Police officer is guest. 


Third Meeting 


Police officials, detectives are invited and 
made honorary members. One of them, chosen 
beforehand, relates some of his experiences. 
If possible, he makes members ‘deputy detec- 
tives.’ Black Mask contest discussed, An- 
nouncement made of Social or Story-telling 
Night for next meeting. 


Fourth Meeting 


Mystery-Story or Ghost-Story telling Night 
opens. Prizes are given to the best efforts. 
Members are permitted to bring friends to 
this meeting. Discussion of new Black Mask 
contest story. 


Vote On Best Mystery 


Your club might have a vot- 
ing contest to determine the 
ten best mystery stories pub- 
lished. (Be sure to include a 
Clue Clubber among the win- 
ners.) Story looks good for a 
newspaper break and _ will 
make tie-ups and window dis- 
plays a cinch with local book 
shops. Stories can display the 
ten winners including a men- 
tion of the Club and the cur- 
rent Clue Club attraction. 


Crime Reporters 


After club has been formed, 
it might start off with a bang 
by awarding a prize to the re- 
porter who, in the past year, 
has written the best stories of 
a major crime. Only local re- 
porters are eligible, so that all 
papers will help with the pub- 
licity while the stories are be- 
ing decided upon. When the 
prize award is made, it should 
get some good breaks. 


Club To Solve Crime 


There's always some nation- 
al or local crime that’s got the 
cops stopped.

With his ‘okay’, 
present details to your gang 
and have ‘em write their 
theories.

It’s Tough Job Training 
Animals For the Movies 


White Cockatoo Is Taught To Pick Pockets In 
Film Named After Bird Hero 


T LOOKS easy when you see them on the screen, those 

animals who display almost human intelligence, but the 

time, patience and energy spent in getting them to do 
specified things would drive the ordinary mortal mad. 


‘‘There is a great deal of science to it,’’ says J. H. Kerr, 
Hollywood animal farm owner, who has devoted fifteen years 
to motion picture work, ‘‘but more important is the intuitive 
sense of the trainer in knowing the potentialities of the ani- 


mal with which he is dealing.’’ 


Kerr, whose last assignment 
was the drilling of a sulphur- 
crested Australian cockatoo in the 
Warner Bros. production, “The 
White Cockatoo,” which comes to 
TGH.. 2.2 eam cee Theatre on 
Poe eee , declares that most 
trainers demand too much of 
their charges in a short period 
of time. 


“The time element is so im- 
portant in motion pictures” he 
says, “that we are forced to re- 
ly on tricks. 

“However, we could eliminate 
tricks entirely if we were told 
far in advance just what was 
expected. Then we could train 
the animal naturally and there- 
fore receive a much more satis- 
factory performance.” 


According to Kerr, cats, rep- 
tiles and rodents are the most 
difficult to train. Dogs are the 
easiest. And, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, training for the stage 
is much less difficult than train- 
ing for motion pictures. 

“Dogs naturally require mas- 
ters,’ he relates, “which makes 
our work comparatively easy 
where they are concerned. -On 
the other hand cats are self-suf- 
ficient and need a long, consist- 
ent period of training. 

“Snakes, mice and rats, how- 
ever, always do the wrong thing 
just about the time you feel they 
will come through. Fear has a 
great deal to do with this. 


“The reason that training for 
the stage is much easier than 
training for motion pictures is 
that once an animal learns a 


certain routine you can depend 
on it. 


“On the stage, the animal 
knows just what is expected of it 
and delivers. He knows his work 
is over the minute the routine is 
finished. He is kept away from 
strangers and the action is 
always the same. 


“In motion pictures, every act 
is different. Also, the animal is 
bewildered by the proximity of 
persons and lights and cameras. 
Naturally it is constantly nerv- 
ous and upset.” 


In “The White Cockatoo,” it 
was Kerr’s job to train the cock- 
atoo to take peanuts from his 
master’s pocket. He succeeded, 
but it took many days to do it.
